BIG RAINDROPS FELL 
Coshoctoo County Visited By 


Series of Storms. 


MANY TELEPHONES PUT OUT

Coshocton and vicinity was visile* 


by a series of heavy rain storms Wed 
nesday afternoon and damage tha 
will never be counted in dollars and 
cents was done. 
The storm came in a heavy down 


pour early in the afternoon. 
Perhaps 
the largest drops ever seen in Coshoc 
ton came down in a torrent and con 
tinued for almost half an hour. The 
clouds cleared somewhat, but shower 
followed shower during the afternoon 
one of the heaviest being the last. It 
was at sunset and tons of water were 
precipitated on the streets. Then the 
sun burst forth and it was all over. 
The greatest damage was done to 
the wall of the new Grace church au 
ditorium in course of construction. 
The water entered tbe excavation in 
a ilood and a considerable portion of 
the work must be done again. 
At South Seventh and Orange tbe 


sewer could not carry off tbe water 
and a sea quickly formed. Orange 
was flooded to CLerry and it was some 
time before travel could be resumed. 
There were Hoods in many other 
parts of tbe city water pouring off 
the hills and washing the paved streets 
clean. Main never looked so bright 
and red as during tbe time following 
tbe last deluge. 
Lightning played an important part 


in the afternoon and early evening, 
and the residence of Benjamin (Joe on 
Main was struck. Slate was knocked 
from the roof, but no other damage 
was done. 
The telephone companies suffered, 


and a great many fuses were burned 
out. Repairs are being made, and by 
evening many subscribers who have 
been without service during tbe day 
will be in communication with the 
exchange. 
The storm was severe throughout 
the county although reports indicate 
jhat damage was done in spots. At 
Bast Union hail fell for 10 minutes 
during a brilliant electrical display, 
lightning struck the hotel but fortu- 
nately no one was hurt. Growing 
corn was cut to pieces, and the loss 
will be heavy. 


A hail storm developed near Frank- 


in and sweeping south caused dam- 
age to growing crops.. It was tbe 
most severe bail storm seen in that 
section for years.

Central Indiana Stricken. 


Indianapolis, June 36.—The entire 


north central portion of Indiana was 
visited by one of the most disastrous 
storms that ever swept over the stata. 
The storm swept sections covering 
hundreds of miles, extending from 
Hancock county northwest through 
the northern portion of Marlon, Ha 
Uloa ana Boone counties, and doing 
much damage in Tippecanoe <m«l ad 
jacent counties.
